There  are  many  subject*  of  public  inter¬ 
est  aud  importance  that  demand  the  con 
aideration  of  our  citizen*.  None,  how 
ever,  of  greater  or  more  immediate  cons* 
sequence  than  the  Road  question.  The 
Gab  question  wa«  happily  disposed  of  by 
the  liberal  measures  which  were  adopted 
in  accordance  with  law  by  the  town  autbo 
rilies,  aud  the  result*  of  which  have,  as  far 
aa  we  can  learn,  given  general  satisfaction 
Borne  discordant  notes  have  from  time  to 
time  been  heard  from  conatitutional  eroek 
ers,  but  the  prevalent  sentiment  is  that 
tbe«<?  towns  have  made  a  long  stride  ahead 
and  their  light  ia  shining  not  upon  our 
streets  slone  but  far  and  wide  to  our  credit 
throughout  the  land.

Thia  room  has  been 
carpeted  aud  furnished,  nicely  lighted  at 
nights,  and  amply  wanned  in  Winter;  a 
jsnitor  provided  aud  paid  to  maintain  or¬ 
der  and  cleanliness,  and  all  without  charge 
to  those  availing  themselves  of  the  privil¬ 
ege*.  Formerly,  it  was  th*  practice  of  the 
member*  of  the  Society  to  solicit  from  our 
citizens  subscriptions  toward  th*  maintain 
aucofoi  thia  worthy  effort.  But  for  the 
past  year  or  two  there  has  been  euch  a  con¬ 
stant  call  upon  all  for  assistance  in  various 
direction*,  that  the  Society  baa  refrained 
from  pressing  the  claim*  of  tbe  Reading 
Room,  and,  in  consequence,  a  debt  ot  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  dollars  baa  arc  ued  which  is 
now  hampering  them  very  much.  It  has 
been  a  part  ol  the  scheme  of  thia  Society, 
also,  to  support  every  year  a  course  of  lec 
turea,  which  have  been  a  great' credit  and 
advantag*  to  th*  town ;  but  owing  to  what 
tbe  aaiiors  call  “  «  run  of  ill-lock  "  in  hav¬ 
ing  night  after  night  storm v  evenings, 
those  lectures,  while  literary  successes, 
have  proven  financial  failure*.  Mow  the 
Society  announce*  another  courae,  consist 
ing  of  three  very  invitiog  entertainment* 
to  be  held  in  the  Westminster  church  (see 
advertisement  elsewhere),  the  proceed*  oi 
which  are  to  be  devoted  to  defraying  tha 
dcot  ol  th*  Beading  Room.  And  in  view 
of  the  circumstance*  above  related,  they 
appeal  to  the  public  to  give  them  a  cordial 
support.

OUR  PUBLIC  BOADS. 

Mr.  Editor:  For  one,  I  am  gratTul  to 
you  tor  calling  public  atteotion  to  the  road 
queation  again.  We  want  one,  and  per¬ 
haps  two  hard  roads  in  Montclair,  running 
north  and  south  ;  but  I  suppose  the  people 
would  be  well  satisfied  with  one  this  year. 

1  understand  we  already  have  a  law  under 
which  it  can  be  constructed,  and  I  believe 
tome  step*  have  been  taken  already.  It 
has  been  proposed  to  Telfordize  Valley 
Road,  aeuth  of  Bloomfield  Avenue,  first. 
This  would  lie  a  good  commencement ,  but 
itahould  be  extended  northward  to  the 
northern  limit*  of  the  town. 

You  very  properly  ssy  it  should  be  made 
at  the  expense  of  the  town.  This  is  but 
just.  It  would  be  central,  aud  all  the  prop 
ertie*  in  the  town  would  share  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  appreciation  ol  values  which  would 
immediately  affect  sll  by  an  advance  far 
exceeding  the  cost  of  const  ruction.  It 

would,  undoubted! t,  be  an  accommodation 
to  all  parts  6f  the  town  ;  so  that  I  cann 
see  why  the  expense  should  not  be  borne 
kyaU  Ike  twww.  Beeidas,  it  is 
in  our  |  that  a  sufficient  number  of  landholders  on, 
any  on*  line  would  be  found  willing  to  ask 
for  a  Telford  road  if  a  considerable  part  of 
the  cost  of  it  is  to  foil  upon  them  alone.

By  .natural  and  Inevitable  law  sll  cum 
munitici  include  the  varied  gradVs  of  so¬ 
ciety  Kuowa  as  rich  snd  pour.  And  by 
tbc  tew  of  humanity,  stsually  written  <>u 
lit*  hearts  of  the  ut«iubt-rt  of  civilized  so¬ 
ciety,  fhe  care  of  it*  needy  snd  helpless 
poor  is  us»utued  by  the  community.  Usu¬ 
ally  we  think  provision  is  rasdu  by  ssch 
cuuuty  snd  ample  buildings  arc  erected  to 
protect  snd  perhaps  employ  those  who 
esan  it  provide  for  llu-tHM-lve*.  But  even 
then  there  must  needs  occur  in  every  town- 
ship  instances  ol  persous  reduced  to  penu¬ 
ry,  from  on*  cause  and  another,  who  re 
quire  help  and  encouragement  for  a  time 
without  removal  from  their  own  neighbor 
hood  and  towuship.  For  these  cause*  the 
township,  a*  the  smslbst  orgaftic  political 
community,  at  its  annual  town  meeting 
votes  an  appropriation  of  whatever  sum  it- 
est incites  sufficient  to  meet  such  contingent 
demands.  An  "  Overseer  of  the  Poor”  is 
elected  to  whom  applications  are  to  be 
made  lor  help,  and  by  whom,  we  suppose, 
the  condition  snd  necessity  of  the  sppli 
cant  arc  passed  upon  aud  the  assistance  be 
jwriga*  uwdiui  ronduroiL 

In  lurthernnee  of  this  humane  purpose 
Bloomhtld  township  has  for  a  number  of 
years  owned  a  dwelling  hojse  in  the  North 
end  of  the  town  where  such  of  the  poor  as 
might  lie  veritable  paupers  could  be  housi  d 
ind  protected.  These  case*  hsve  not  been 
numerous,  but  there  are  always  some  who 
fiom  intemperate  habits,  perhaps,  or  dur- 
ng  a  winter  season  when  Work  of  which 
they  arc-  capable  ni  iy  not  be  found,  that 
are  obliged  to  receive  everything,  food 
Iging  and  clothing  lr. >m  the  bounty  ol 
tne  town. 

Having  conceived  s  rlesir-  to  know  .lit 
whereabouts,  cUSid.tions,  etc.,  of  that  initi- 
tution — the  only  one  w liit  h  our  township 
can  boast,  in  company  with  s  citiscn  ol 
well  known  iotetbgewee  siol  Is-u-voleiw.e 
we  last  .Saturday  rode  out  to  see  it.  It 
.is  found  to  lie  a  one-sad  s  hall  story 
frame  house  situated  <m  a  lane,  s  third  uf  a 
mile  Ei*t  from  Central  Avenue  (the  old 
Paterson  TurnDike),  and  about  three  tnihs 
North  from  Tnit  Ccbtrk.  and  a  half  milt 
South  of  Brookdale  Poi-t  Office. 

A  Mrs.  Hampton,  who,  with  her  two 
children,  is  dependent  on  the  town,  ha* 
charge  of.  the  family.  She  willingly  satis¬ 
fied  all  our  inquiiies  and  showed  us  through 
the  house,  which  we  should  say  ia  kept  in 
.cleanly  condition  and  probably  aa  com¬ 
fortable  as  could  lie  expect'd  without  s 
sign  of  carpet  and  with  the  storm  driving 
in  through  roof  snd  crevice.  The  tene¬ 
ment  badly  needs  repairing.  The  present 
household  consist*  of  five  adults  and  four 
chitdr.n.  For  the  aupport  of  throe,  3!bs. 
of  liutter,  3 1  bn.  of  sugar,  and  half  a  pound 
of  lea,  $24  worth  ot  foroh  meat  are  al 
lowed  weekly  ;  potatoes  are  laid  in,  a  bar¬ 
rel  of  flour  when  called  for,  salt  pork  and 
henna  occasionally. 

If  it  he  necessary  that  the  town  ehould 
have  an  aims  bonne  of  its  own,  something 
more  comfortable  and  rwpof table  than 
this  one  should  undoubtedly  lie  provided, 
and  it  should  lie  located  nearer  the  centre 
uf  tbo  town.
